IWO LIVES NEARLY LOST 
IN A BURNING STATION 


Railroad Employe and Wife at East Palestine 


Were Nearly Suffocated in a 


$10,000 Fire. 


Assertion That He Had a W ife in B a l­ 
timore Disproved By 
Court Records. 


It has developed th a t W illiam S. 
Smith, a form er well know n citizen of 
Chester, who died a few weeks ago at 
Baltimore, was not a bigamist as s ta t­ 
ed in this and o th er local new spapers 
at the time of his dep artu re for B alti­ 
more. 
The story was printed upon 
information of a w om an in Baltimore, 
who wrote to Mayor Davidson, asking 
th at Smith be located. 
The wom an 
claimed th at she w as S m ith ’s wife. 
Mayor Davidson located Sm ith w ith­ 
out trouble and though he stated that 
he had been divorced from his first 
wife before re m a rry in g , he m ade no 
vigorous denial of the charge of big­ 
amy. 
From the records of the Baltim ore 
courts it is proved th a t Smith was di­ 
vorced there on Ja n u a ry 22, 1903, he 
coming to C hester after th a t time. 
He was m arried to Mrs. Maggie Smith, 
a t Chester, by Rev. E arle C. Lindsay, 
of the M ethodist church, on March 26, 
1903, tw o m onths a fte r the divorce 
was granted. 
This clearly shows th at 
the charge against Smith was untrue. 
T he C hester lady whom he m arried 
is very highly respected and has a 
wide circle of friends in C hester and 
Toronto, her form er home. 
She was 
absent from hom e and did not hear of 
the stories printed concerning her hu s­ 
band until a short tim e ago.

P a rts of the section which refer to 
this m a tte r are as follows: 
“ ‘All municipal corporations 
shall 
have power to borrow money and 
is 
sue certificates of indebtedness th ere­ 
for, signed as municipal bonds 
are 
signed, in anticipation of the 
general 
revenue fund in any fiscal year, but 
no loan shall be m ade exceeding 
the 
am ount of taxes and revenue estim ate 
to be received at the next 
semi-an­ 
nual settlem ent of tax 
collections for 
said fund, 
after 
deducting 
all 
a d ­ 
vances.’ 
"You will notice th a t th e loan can 
only he secured 
in 
anticipation of 
funds from which 
paym ent 
can 
be 
made. P art of the section im m ediately 
following the above says: 
‘The sum s 
so anticipated shall be deem ed as a p ­ 
propriated for the p aym ent 
of 
the 
certificates at m atu rity .’ 
So 
th at 
it 
will be necessary for council to Issue 
a new certificate of Indebtedness to 
the persons or board from which the 
m oney is to bo had according to the 
part of the section Just referred to. 
T he money for th e paym ent 
of 
the 
Indebtedness now existing has 
been 
a p p ro p riate] tty operation of law for 
tho paym ent of the m oney now 
due. 
It will therefore bo, necessary,

The stran g er was very

jum ped on the prostrate form, seising 
the hand that held the knife.

point a woman, whose identity has not 
yet been learned, interceded,

filet and with a frightened

"Don't kill him ," she clutched Cain’s 
arm so that Ie* had to release his grip 
on tin* hand that held the knife. 
G athering all th** strength possible 
from bis prostrate position tin* strang­ 
er mad** a lunge at Cain, who received 
Hi** sharp blade In his abdom en. Cain 
bdl like a log and tho startled woman 
cried, "You’Ve killed him ; you will bo 
in jail before night." 
T he man made 
all haste to leave the s|H)t, saying to 
die woman. “They’ll have to catch me 
first.” Cain, after lying on the ground 
several minutes, started for the office 
of a physician, walking w ith groat dif­ 
ficulty. On Market stre e t he met two 
friends who assisted him to the office 
of Dr. Aaron Ogden, on Fifth street. 


An exam ination showed th a t an ar­ 
te r y in the w rist had been severed 
causing the wound to bl**cd profusely, 
'Phis cut, while painful, is not serious. 
The* knife penetrated the abdomen for 
a distance of at least an inch, making 
a jagged wound and is of a very ser­ 
ious nature. 
Dr. Ogden visited the in­ 
jured man last night to 
give 
the 
wounds further care. 
Unless there 
an* complications, Caln will recover, 
but. he will be laid up 
for 
several 
weeks. 


The injured man made every effort 
to keep I lit* affair a secret and for this 
reason he did not inform the police. 
Officer Hugh M cDermott, who is the 
night man on the heat where the a t 
fair occurred, learned of it this after­ 
noon. and although not on duty, he 
w ent to the Cain home, where he was 
told practically th e sam e story as giv­ 
en above. 
Officer M cDermott, from 
the* description Cain gave of his as­ 
sailant, thinks th a t he can establish 
his identity, although the chances of 
ills being apprehended are slim.

company can get Into the capital city 
the order means that none but Bell 
phones may be used In postoffice*. 
“The order was Issued 
because of 
a row In the postoffice at Cleveland. 
which city Is tho headquarters of the 
independent 
telepnono 
interests 
This order of the postmaster general 
will no doubt be far reaching and 
will mean the loss cif 
thousands of 
phones to 
the independent eompau 
ie*.” 
A News Review reporter Interviewed 
Postmaster W. H. Buries this morning, 
and In reply to the question as 
to 
whether he bud received an order of 
hat character, he said: 
"No, sir; I have not. nor do I think 
I ever will. The department at Wash­ 
ington has a rule. 
I 
believe, which 
says that not more than one Instru­ 
ment shall be used in any one office. 
This is a good regulation, and when 
one looks at It in the right light. Is 
Just.

The letter written by Mr.

1901, charged to 
the Sixth congressional district of 
Kentucky, and who now draws $1,600 
a year as a postoffice inspector In the 
Denver, Col,, postoffice, and also his 
own son, who during his chool vaca­ 
tion drew a salary at the rate of $720 
a ' year In the postoffice at 
Wash­

now Mr. Bristow’s father is not per­ 
forming inspector's duties and that 
the son performed no work at all to 
warrant the payment of a salary.”

Resolutions looking to an investiga­

nances relating lo the Improvement 
and the statutes covering mich cases. 
Attorneys Davis and Irones repre­ 
sent the majority of East End property 
owners affected by the assessment and 
this Is a test ease upon which all will 
stand or fall. 
If the object of rho suit 
is obtained the improvement of the 
thoroughfare must be paid for by a 
general Instead of a special tax. 
Be­ 
lieving it unjust that they should ho 
made to pay the cost of an improve­ 
ment they claim is a benefit to the en­ 
tire city the people of the East End 
banded themselves together 
several 
months ago for the purpose of resist­ 
ing such an effort, and it is stated that 
they will earry the case to the highest 
courts of the stale lf necessary. 
Pennsylvania avenue 
lias 
been a 
bone of contention since its improve­ 
ment was first proposed and tho mud­ 
dle has grown deeper and deeper. To 
follow tho ramifications and deviations 
of tho construction and assessing or­ 
dinances and other legal Bteps, altera­ 
tions. etc., would require the acumen 
and sagacity of a Philadelphia lawyer. 
In reviewing tho case from flit* time 
tim first ordinance was passed until 
the present lime the attorneys think 
they have found many Irregularities 
and sufficient ground for the court to 
grant tho prayer of their client and de­ 
clare tho assessment null and void.
